These  flying  positions  are  extremely 
competitive  and  demand  highly  skilled 
professionals.  The  selection  process  is 
based  upon  a  seemingly  endless  array 
of  criteria  and  only  after  intense  scrutiny 
are  the  final  selections  made  However, 
this  is  only  the  beginning  of  their  illustri- 
ous careers.  They  will  be  expected  to 
complete  an  intense  flight  and  naviga- 
tional training  program  to  include  sur- 
vival training  in  various  types  of  terrain. 

As  for  the  aircraft  of  choice,  the  pi- 
lot-selectees  are  hoping  for  a  high  speed, 
hair-raising  fighter  jet,  such  as  the  F-l  5 
Eagle  or  the  F-l  6  Fighting  Falcon. 
There's  something  to  be  said  about  fly- 


ing mach  2  with  your  hair  on  fire!  As  for  the 
navigators,  they  are  usually  assigned  to 
larger  aircraft,  such  as  the  KG  I  35  Tanker, 
B-52  Strato-Bomber  or  one  of  the  various 
versions  of  the  C- 1 30. 

Cadet  Eaton's  experiences  will  involve 
the  coordination  of  various  space  and  mis- 
sile operations  between  the  United  States 
and  its  allies,  operation  and  management 
of  space  and  missile  systems  and  various 
other  related  functions.  The  Space  and  Mis- 
sile field  is  another  that  demands  highly 
trained  and  dedicated  professionals  due  to 
its  position  on  the  cutting  edge  of  technol- 
ogy. 


Student  helps  professor 

Professors  are  usually  the  ones  who  assist  students  in 
the  learning  process.  But  this  spring  a  CSU  student  was  the 
one  doing  the  assisting. 

Dan  Jaworski,  a  sophomore  biology  major  who  is  on 
the  tennis  team,  is  a  Canadian  citizen  who  was  born  in  Po- 
land. He  recently  translated  some  documents  about  Mar- 
quis de  Lafayette  from  Polish  to  English  for  Dr  Robert  Crout, 
associate  professor  of  history. 

The  letters  Jaworski  translated  had  originally  been  writ- 
ten in  French  A  Polish  scholar  had  taken  some  notes  about 
them  in  Polish.  When  the  original  letters  were  destroyed 
during  World  War  II,  the  Polish  scholar's  notes  were  the 
only  thing  that  remained  of  them. 

Crout  said,  "Dan  was  very  enthusiastic  about  the  project. 
We  have  some  multifaceted  students  able  to  help  us  with 
research  projects " 

Through  the  experience  Jaworski  had  the  chance  to 
learn  some  formal  Polish,  and  Crout  was  able  to  further  his 
ongoing  research  on  Lafayette. 

Crout  was  recently  elected  president  of  the  American 
Friends  of  Lafayette  at  its  65th  annual  meeting  in  Valley 
Forge,  Pennsylvania.  He  had  served  as  first  vice  president 
during  the  previous  year.

Innovative  program  initiated 


In  an  effort  to  ensure  that  CSU  remains 
relatively  crime  free,  the  housing  and 
security  departments  have  estab- 
lished the  Campus  Crime  Stoppers  Pro- 
gram. 

The  idea  originated  with  Jerome 
McCray,  assistant  dean  of  campus  life. 
'We  don't  have  a  serious  problem  on 
our  campus  with  crime,  but  I  said  to 
myself  wouldn't  this  be  a  great  educa- 
tional experience,"  McCray  stated. 

CSU  will  be  working  in  cooperation 
with  the  North  Charleston  Police  Depart-

ment  to  develop  the  program  at  the 
university  level.  It  will  be  modeled  after 
the  program  created  by  the  Department 
of  Education  for  junior  high  and  high 
schools  in  South  Carolina. 

One  of  two  high  schools  in  the  state 
with  the  program  is  North  Charleston 
High.  McCray  met  with  the  assistant  prin- 
cipal at  North  Charleston,  Tom  Boyd, 
who  is  a  I  972  graduate  of  CSU.  to  dis- 
cuss the  program  and  to  get  ideas  for 
the  development  of  the  one  at  CSU. 

The  CSU  Crime  Stoppers  Program  is 


the  first  of  its  kind  in  a  college  or  univer- 
sity in  South  Carolina.  The  Department 
of  Education  will  be  looking  at  CSU  as  a 
pilot  program  for  other  schools  in  South 
Carolina. 

"We're  not  going  to  be  going  out  and 
fishing  for  anything,"  McCray  stated.  "We 
will  only  be  dealing  with  the  facts."  He  also 
stated  that  he  sees  this  new  program  as  a 
great  tool  for  bringing  in  new  students. 
McCray  stated  that  if  a  new  student  feels 
like  this  will  be  a  safe  environment,  then 
they  are  more  inclined  to  come  to  CSU.

Baseball 

After  winning  the  Big  South  baseball  title  in  1996,  the 
Bucs  will  have  a  new  head  coach  this  spring.  Gary  Murphy, 
an  assistant  coach  at  Winthrop  the  past  five  seasons,  begins 
his  first  head  coaching  assignment  this  year  at  CSU.  Murphy 
was  part  of  a  Big  South  championship  team  with  the  Eagles 
in  1 995  and  has  also  coached  at  perennial  national  powers 
Michigan  and  Mississippi  State,  advancing  to  the  College 


World  Series  with  both  programs.  He  has  been  an  assistant  on 
the  college  level  for  a  total  of  1 6  years.  While  at  Winthrop,  the 
Eagles  won  1 70  games  in  five  years,  including  82  the  past  two 
seasons. 

Softball 

Winthrop  graduate  Vanessa  Glasscock  takes  over  the  CSU 
softball  program  this  year.  Glasscock,  a  native  of  Sumter,  S  C., 
was  an  assistant  coach  for  three  years  at  San  Diego  State  after 
serving  as  a  graduate  assistant  at  Winthrop  during  the  1991 
season.  She  was  captain  of  the  Lady  Eagles'  softball  team  during 
herjunior  and  senior  seasons. 

Assistant  Coaches 

In  addition  to  hiring  five  new  head  coaches,  CSU  has 
brought  on  board  new  full-time  assistant  coaches  in  football 
and  men's  and  women's  basketball. 

Thomas  Cousins,  Joe  Johnson  and  Nick  Calcutta  were 
added  to  the  football  staff  by  head  coach  David  Dowd.  Cousins, 
who  most  recently  coached  at  Goose  Creek  High  School,  will 
be  in  charge  of  the  CSU  defensive  line  and  will  also  coordinate 
the  strength  and  conditioning  program.  Johnson,  who  will 
coach  defensive  backs,  has  been  an  assistant  coach  on  the 
college  and  high  school  levels  for  the  past  1 2  seasons,  including 
a  three-year  run  as  defensive  backs  coach  and  director  of  football 
operations  at  Appalachian  State.  Calcutta  has  been  an  assistant 
for  1 3  seasons,  including  a  four-year  stint  at  South  Carolina  State. 
He  will  instruct  the  CSU  wide  receivers  this  season. 

Mark  de  Barros  was  hired  as  an  assistant  men's  basketball 
coach  by  Tom  Conrad.  He  has  been  an  assistant  at  the  University 
of  Massachusetts  Lowell  for  the  past  three  seasons  after  playing 
professional  basketball  for  two  years  in  Portugal.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  St.  Anselm  College  in  Vermont. 

Annette  Alston,  who  has  spent  the  past  five  seasons  as  an 
assistant  coach  at  Big  South  member  Coastal  Carolina,  joins 
Fred  Francello  and  the  Lady  Bucs  as  assistant  women's  basketball 
coach.  Alston  is  a  graduate  and  former  basketball  standout  at 
Francis  Marion. 


Men's  tennis  takes  title 


■  CSU  won  its  first  ever  Big  South 
men's  tennis  title  in  1996,  defeating 
number  two  seed  UNC  Greensboro  in 
the  semifinals  of  the  conference 
tournament  and  then  knocking  off  top 
seeded  Coastal  Carolina  in  the 
championship  match.  The  Bucs  finished 
the  season  with  a  1 5-8  overall  record 
and  8-1  in  the  Big  South,  including  the 
tournament.

This  year  marked  the  36th  anni- 
versary of  the  South  Carolina  Ath 
letic  Hall  of  Fame.  Over  the  years 
I  75  inductees  have  been  honored  for 
their  contributions  to  athletics.  This  list 
includes  athletes 
from  virtually  all 
sports,  both 
professional  and 
amateur,  coaches, 
administrators  and 
media 
representatives. 

The  Hall  of  Fame 
1996  class  of 
inductees  included:  Coach  Howard 
Bagwell,  Don  Buddin,  Art  Fowler, 
Coach  Willie  Jeffries  and  John  "Cy" 
Szakacsi. 

The  induction  and  banquet 
ceremony  was  held  in  May  in 
Columbia. 

Bagwell  is  in  his  3  1st  year  as 
athletic  director  for  CSU  He  was  born 


in  Anderson  County  in  1928  and 
graduated  from  Furman  University  in 
1948.  For  the  next  16  years  he 
coached  high  school  athletics.  He 
coached  seven  state  championship 
teams  in  three  different  sports.  His 
combined  high  school  record  [in  all 
sports)  was  440  wins  and  181  losses. 
In  I  965  he  joined  CSU  and  has  been 
its  only  athletic  director. 

He  coached  both  basketball  (for 
two  seasons  -  27  wins,  I  6  losses)  and 
track  (20  seasons  -  263  wins  and  47 
losses)  -  all  while  acting  as  athletic 
director.  During  his  career  as  a  track 
coach,  his  teams  won  the  S  C.  State 
Championship  four  times. 

In  1973  his  team  finished  third  in 
the  national  track  championship  and 
in  I  974  they  finished  fifth. 

Between  1 972  and  1975  Bagwell 
coached  10  All-American  track 
athletes.  He  has  produced  both  world 
class     and     Olympic  runners. 


Considered  one  of  the  top  track 
coaches  in  the  nation,  he  has  served 
as  referee  at  the  National  Track 
Championships  and  the  prestigious 
Florida  Relays. 

Past  honorees  make  up  a  list  of 
legends  in  South  Carolina  sports  such 
as:  Banks  McFadden,  Steve  Wadiak, 
Frank  Selvy,  Betsy  King,  Bob  Fulton, 
Cale  Yarborough,  Jack  Lewis,  John 
Roche,  Steve  Fuller,  George  Rogers,  Jim 
Rice  and  Coaches  Frank  Howard,  Frank 
McGuire,  Dan  Reeves,  John  McKissick 
and  Taft  Watson. 

Each  year  the  Board  of  Directors 
selects  up  to  six  new  members  to  join 
the  Hall  of  Fame.  This  year's  inductees 
were  chosen  from  a  list  of  over  40 
nominations  received  from  the  public. 
Nominees  were  evaluated  based  upon 
their  accomplishments  both  on  and  off 
the  field. 


Changing  of  the  Guard 
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Football  Season  Outlook

The  return  of  the  1 4  starters,  including  nine  on  defense, 
and  another  solid  recruiting  class  have  put  Charleston 
Southern  in  a  position  to  improve  from  their  1  -2 1  record 
over  the  past  two  seasons.  The  Buccaneers  will  be  relying 
heavily  on  freshmen  again  this  season,  but  the  coaching  staff 
has  focused  on  improving  the  team  speed  and  overall  depth 
that  is  needed  to  compete  on  the  Division  l-AA  level. 

Charleston  Southern  showed  signs  last  season  that  it  has 
begun  to  turn  the  corner.  The  Buccaneers  broke  a  1 9-game 
losing  streak  with  a  34-22  win  on  the  road  against  Morehead 
State  in  the  fifth  game  of  the  year.  CSU  was  also  competitive  in 
narrow  losses  to  Liberty  (19-15)  and  Wofford  (3 1  -23),  both  of 
which  came  in  the  final  three  games  of  the  season  and  oc- 
curred one  year  after  the  Buccaneers  lost  to  these  same  teams 
by  32  and  21  points,  respectively,  in  1994. 

The  Buccaneers  were  a  young  team  last  year,  starting  as 
many  as  eight  freshmen  as  well  as  a  first  guarterback  in  Ruben 
Potts,  who  had  come  to  Charleston  Southern  as  a  defensive 
back.  But  many  of  those  freshmen,  including  wide  receiver 
Terrel  Mitchell  and  linebackers  Gary  Hamby  and  Andre  Key, 
have  shown  the  potential  to  be  dominating  players. 

On  the  offense  the  Buccaneers  will  show  more  of  a  diverse 
look  this  season  with  more  option  in  an  attempt  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  what  promises  to  be  an  explosive  group  of 
playmakers  at  both  running  back  and  wide  receiver  positions. 
By  spreading  out  the  offense,  the  coaching  staff  hopes  to  keep 
opposing  defenses  off  balance  and  improve  a  unit  that  aver- 
aged only  1  79. 1  yards  and  I  1 .7  points  per  contest. 

Defensively,  the  Buccaneers  should  continue  the  improve- 
ment they  showed  last  year  when  they  allowed  almost  1 0 
fewer  points  per  game  in  1 994.  Charleston  Southern  returns 
its  front  seven  intact  and  has  developed  depth  at  most  posi- 
tions on  the  defensive  side  of  the  line  of  scrimmage. 


The  schedule  has  also  been  toned  down  a  bit  and  is  some- 
what more  conducive  to  success  this  time  around.  Charleston 
Southern  still  has  to  play  strong  l-AA  programs  such  as  South 
Carolina  State,  Hofstra  and  Liberty,  an  Alabama-Birmingham 
team  that  has  moved  up  to  l-A,  and  a  perennial  Division  II 
power  New  Haven. 

But  gone  are  Troy  State  and  Southern  Conference  member 
UT-Chattanooga,  replaced  by  Tusculum  and  West  Virginia 
State.  The  Buccaneers  also  meet  Morehead  State  again,  this 
time  at  home.  The  continuation  of  in-state  series  against  Pres- 
byterian, Newberry  and  Wofford  round  out  the  1 996  sched- 
ule. 

With  an  allotment  of  only  25  scholarships  for  football,  the 
revised  schedule,  which  includes  seven  home  games,  gives 
the  Buccaneers  more  of  an  opportunity  to  be  competitive  this 
season. 

So  far  this  season 

■  The  Bucs  were  to  have  played  South  Carolina  State  at 
home  on  Sept.  7,  but  that  game  was  postponed  by  the  threat 
of  Hurricane  Fran.  No  makeup  game  is  planned  as  of  now  for 
that  game. 

■  CSU  rallied  from  a  20-point  deficit  to  take  a  26-20  lead  at 
Presbyterian  Sept.  1 4,  but  could  not  hold  on  in  a  34-26  loss  to 
the  Blue  Hose  in  Clinton. 

■  CSU  true  freshman  quarterback  Andy  Tarr  made  his  de- 
but against  the  Blue  Hose  and  wasted  little  time  putting  his 
name  in  the  Buccaneer  record  book.  His  285  yards  passing 
broke  Ruben  Potts'  record  of  274  set  last  season  against  Lib- 
erty. He  also  tied  Tony  Bines'  record  of  three  touchdown  passes 
established  against  Mars  Hill  in  1 994. 

■  Tarr  was  selected  an  honorable  mention  Offensive  Player 
of  the  Week  among  all  Division  l-AA  independents  for  his  ef- 
forts against  Presbyterian. 


Three  named  Big  South  Coaches  of  the  Year

CSU  had  three  of  its  coaches  hon- 
ored as  Big  South  Coach  of  the  Year  dur- 
ing the  spring  of  1996,  including  Jon 
Choboy  (men's  tennis),  Andy  Henry 
(women's  track  and  field)  and  Randy 
Mazey  (baseball). 

Choboy  led  the  men's  tennis  team 
to  its  first  Big  South  title  this  past  season 
and  won  the  coach  of  the  year  award 
for  the  second  straight  season.  The  Bucs 
finished  1 5-8  in  the  regular  season,  in- 
cluding a  5-1  mark  in  the  Big  South,  then 
swept  three  consecutive  matches  to  cap- 
ture the  conference  tournament.  In- 


cluded in  that  run  were  victories  over 
number  two  seed  UNC  Greensboro  and 
regular  season  champion  Coastal  Caro- 
lina. 

Henry  directed  the  women's  track 
team  to  a  school  best  second  place  fin- 
ish at  the  Big  South  Meet.  Under  Henry's 
tutelage,  the  Lady  Bucs  had  three  con- 
ference champions,  including  Dnsana 
McDaniel,  who  set  a  meet  record  in  the 
long  jump.  Antoinette  Beeks  (discus)  and 
Jeanette  Sayers  (javelin)  also  captured 
Big  South  championships  in  their  respec- 
tive events. 
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Mazey,  who  accepted  an  assistant 
coaching  position  at  the  University  of 
Georgia  shortly  after  the  conclusion  of 
the  1 996  season,  finished  his  three-year 
stmt  as  head  baseball  coach  by  leading 
the  Bucs  to  a  Big  South  championship 
and  berth  in  the  Atlantic  Regional  at 
Clemson,  S  C.  CSU  was  30-24-1  overall, 
its  first  winning  season  since  1 988.  and 
posted  a  I  7-4  mark  in  Big  South  play, 
including  a  conference  record  I  I -game 
league  winning  streak.

Spring  sports  wrap  up  seasons

Men's  Track 

Charleston  Southern  placed  second 
at  the  Big  South  Meet  in  Lynchburg,  Vs., 
behind  the  strength  of  three  individual 
champions  and  1  I  berths  on  the  all-con- 
ference team. 

Terrel  Mitchell  took  top  honors  in  the 
triple  jump;  Chris  Guglielmo  won  the 
shot  put  and  Doug  Hazel  was  first  in  the 
I  1 0  meter  high  hurdles.  Mitchell's  jump 
of  49-3  3/4  and  Hazel's  winning  time  of 
1 4.45  seconds  both  established  new  Big 
South  records  for  their  respective  events. 

Jonathan  Daniels  was  all-conference 
in  three  events,  placing  second  in  the 
long  jump  and  third  in  both  the  triple 
jump  and  high  jump.  Guglielmo,  An- 
thony Reed  and  CJ.  White  joined 
Daniels  as  Buccaneers  achieving  all-con- 
ference status  in  more  than  one  event. 
In  addition  to  winning  the  shot  put, 
Guglielmo  also  placed  third  in  the  ham- 
mer throw.  Reed  was  second  in  the  triple 
jump  (helping  CSU  sweep  the  top  three 
places  in  that  event)  and  second  in  the 
I  1 0  meter  high  hurdles.  White  was  sec- 
ond in  the  1 00  meter  dash  and  third  in 
the  200  meters. 

In  the  relays,  the  Buccaneers  placed 
second  in  both  the  4  x  1 00  meters  and 
4  x  400  meter  races. 

Women's  Track  and  Field 

Head  coach  Andy  Henry  earned  Big 
South  Coach  of  the  Year  honors  after 
directing  the  Lady  Bucs  to  a  second 
place  finish  at  the  Big  South  champion- 
ship in  Lynchburg,  Va. 

CSU  reached  second  place  in  the 
conference  on  the  strength  of  confer- 
ence titles  by  Jeanette  Sayers  in  the  jav- 
elin, Antoinette  Beeks  in  the  discus  and 
Drisana  McDaniel  in  the  long  jump. 
McDaniel  established  a  new  Big  South 
record  with  her  17-11  jump  to  claim  first 
place.  In  all,  the  Lady  Bucs  earned  seven 
individual  all-conference  positions  as  well 
as  one  for  the  4  x  1 00  meter  relay  team, 

Tosha  Ansley  and  Michelle  Walters 
each  took  two  spots  on  the  all-confer- 
ence squad.  Ansley  was  second  in  the 
1 00  meter  high  hurdles  and  also  placed 
third  in  the  longjump.  Walters  was  sec- 
ond in  the  discus  and  third  in  the  shot  put. 


Beeks  and  Walters  had  the  two  top 
throws  in  the  discus  during  the  course 
of  the  season,  with  Beeks  throwing  I  1 2- 
9  at  the  Spec  Towne  Invitational  and 
Walters  recording  a  distance  of  I  1  1  -9  in 
a  dual  meet  against  Winthrop.  Ansley 
(110  meter  high  hurdles),  Beeks  (shot 
put)  and  Sayers  (javelin)  all  ranked  sec- 
ond in  the  Big  South  in  1 996  in  those 
events. 

Women's  Tennis 

The  Lady  Bucs  made  a  dramatic 
turnaround  in  1 996,  finishing  the  sea- 
son with  a  13-13  record  (2-3  in  the  Big 
South)  and  reaching  the  semifinals  of  the 
conference  tournament.  That  success 
came  on  the  heels  of  an  0-1 9  record  in 
1995. 

The  Lady  Bucs  defeated  UMBC  in 
the  opening  round  of  the  Big  South 
Tournament  before  falling  to  Winthrop 
in  the  semifinals. 

Brianna  Lynch,  who  played  number 
one  singles  and  teamed  with  Jocelyn 
Karazsia  at  number  one  doubles,  spear- 
headed the  improvement  by  posting  1 3 
singles  wins  and  earning  Big  South 
Rookie  of  the  Year  recognition  in  addi- 
tion to  being  selected  first  team  all-con- 
ference. Lynch  and  Karazsia  were  1 3-9 
as  a  doubles  team. 

In  addition  to  Lynch,  the  Lady  Bucs 
had  four  other  freshmen  among  their 
top  six  players,  making  the  future  of  CSU 
women's  tennis  bright.  A  trio  of  new- 
comers, Karazsia  (number  three  singles), 
Kim  Taber  (number  four)  and  Jill  Lewis 
(number  five)  all  won  16  singles 
matches.  Taber  combined  with  junior 
Simona  Polepil  to  post  a  team-best  1 6-7 
doubles  record. 

Softball 

The  Charleston  Southern  softball 
team  struggled  through  a  9-35-1  sea- 
son with  a  roster  comprised  of  only  one 
senior  and  seven  freshmen.  The  Lady 
Bucs  did  start  to  show  improvement  as 
the  season  progressed,  winning  four  of 
their  final  eight  games,  including  a 
sweep  of  crosstown  rival  College  of 
Charleston  in  the  regular  season  finale. 

Senior  centerfielder  Stephanie 
Schwartz  was  named  team  MVP  after 
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leading  the  Lady  Bucs  in  most  offensive 
categories,  including  batting  average 
(.293),  at  bats  (140),  hits  (41),  runs 
scored  ( 1 8)  and  stolen  bases  (7).  She  fin- 
ished her  career  as  CSU's  all-time  leader 
in  hits,  doubles  and  stolen  bases. 

Junior  Sharon  Baker  led  the  pitch- 
ing staff  with  a  1.92  earned  run  aver- 
age although  she  won  only  two  games 
against  1 2  losses. 

Freshmen  Jennifer  Lewis  (four  wins) 
and  Monica  Neuert  (three  wins)  led  the 
staff  in  victories.  Baker,  who  also  played 
shortstop  when  not  on  the  mound,  bat- 
ted .267  and  hit  the  team's  only  home 
run  of  the  season  in  a  Big  South  Tourna- 
ment game  against  Winthrop. 

Men's  Golf 

The  men's  team  finished  third  in  the 
Big  South  Tournament  finishingjust  two 
strokes  out  of  second  place.  Senior  Jeff 
Traylor  earned  all-conference  honors 
after  finishing  third  in  the  tournament 
after  shooting  75-74-73  for  a  three  day 
total  of  222.  The  Big  South  Tournament 
was  the  last  tournament  for  four  seniors: 
Jeff  Traylor,  Nate  Caron,  Kevin  Cone  and 
Greg  Woodard. 

With  their  third  place  finish  in  the 
conference  the  men's  team  finished  in 
the  top  three  in  seven  of  its  1 0  tourna- 
ments this  year.  The  Bucs  also  finished 
fifth  of  24  teams  in  the  William  &  Mary 
Invitational.  While  CSU  could  not  crack 
the  winner's  circle  the  1 995-96  year  was 
the  best  ever  in  terms  of  most  top  five 
finishes  by  a  CSU  golf  team  during  one 
year. 

The  men's  best  finish  of  the  year  was 
a  second  place  finish  of  I  7  teams  at  the 
CSU  Fall  Invitational  held  at  Pine  Forest 
Country  Club  in  November.  The  top  fin- 
ishes in  the  spring  were  a  third  place 
finish  of  1  5  teams  at  The  Citadel  Invita- 
tional and  a  third  place  finish  of  1 9  teams 
at  the  CSU  Spring  Invitational. 

Futrell  has  signed  three  talented 
newcomers  to  replace  some  of  the  se- 
niors as  the  Bucs  look  to  continue  their 
success  into  the  1996-97  season.

Four  inducted  into  Hall  of  Fame

Three  former  athletes  and  CSU's 
founding  President  Dr.  John  Hamrick 
were  inducted  into  the  CSU  Hall  of  Fame 
in  May  at  the  annual  athletic  awards  ban- 
quet. Joining  Hamrick  were  athletes  Billy 
Hardin  (baseball)  and  James  Qumn  and 
David  Reese,  who  both  ran  on  the  CSU 
track  team. 

Hardin  was  an  outfielder  at  CSU  from 
1983-86  and  is  second  on  the  school's 
all-time  home  run  list  with  23.  He  had  a 
career  batting  average  of  .328.  Hardin 
was  a  member  of  the  1986  squad  that 
holds  the  school  record  for  wins  in  a  sea- 
son at  32. 

Quinn  was  an  All  American  in  the 
1 00  meter  high  hurdles  in  I  985  and  still 
holds  three  school  records  during  his  CSU 
career  which  ran  from  1983-86.  He  fin- 
ished fifth  in  the  nationals  in  the  100 
meter  high  hurdles  in  1985  and  holds 


the  school  record  in  that  event  at  13  5. 
He  also  continues  to  hold  the  school 
record  on  two  relay  teams.  400  meter 
relay  team  (40. 1 )  and  the  shuttle  hurdle 
relay  team  (57.89). 

Reese  was  an  excellent  distance  and 
cross  country  runner  who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  first  track  and  cross  country 
teams  at  the  school.  He  competed  for 
the  Bucs  from  1 966-69,  finishing  second 
in  the  state  in  the  mile  run  in  1 966.  Reese 
is  currently  the  head  football  coach  at 
James  Island  High  School. 

As  founding  president  of  then  Bap- 
tist College  at  Charleston,  Dr.  Hamrick 
was  instrumental  in  the  establishment 
and  expansion  of  the  athletic  programs 
at  the  institution.  He  served  the  school 
for  over  20  years  as  Baptist  College's  ath- 
letic programs  rose  to  the  NCAA  Division 
I  level  during  his  tenure.

Baseball  team  makes  regionals!

By  winning  its  first  Big  South 
baseball  title  (with  a  1 7-4 
conference  record)  and 
qualifying  for  the  Atlantic  Regional,  the 
Bucs  participated  in  NCAA  postseason 
play  for  the  first  time  in  school  history. 

•With  their  final  record  of  30-24- 
I ,  the  Bucs  posted  their  first  winning 
season  since  the  1988  team  went  27- 
1 6  and  won  30  games  in  a  season  for 
the  first  time 
since  the  1986 
squad  captured 
32  victories. 

•  C  S  U 
finished  with  a 
home  record  of 
22-8-1, 
including  a 
perfect  9-0  in 
Big  South  play. 

•The  Bucs 
represented 
CSU  and  the 
Big  South  well 
at  the  Atlantic 
Regional  in 
C  I  e  m  s  o  n  , 
playing  two 
"closer  than  the 
score  indicates" 
games.  Against 
host  and  eighth 
ranked 
Clemson  in  the 
first  game,  CSU 
trailed  only  1-0 

in  the  bottom  of  the  eighth  against  the 
powerful  Tigers  before  Clemson  pulled 
away  for  a  9- 1  victory. 

•  In  the  second  game  against  1 2th 
ranked  Tennessee,  the  game  was  tied 
4-4  in  the  eighth  and  CSU  had  the  bases 
loaded  with  one  out.  The  Volunteers 
escaped  that  jam,  however,  and  won 
the  game  with  four  runs  in  the  ninth. 

•  Head  coach  Randy  Mazey,  who 
departed  after  the  season  to  take  an 
assistant  coaching  position  at  the 
University  of  Georgia,  was  honored  as 
Big  South  Coach  of  the  Year. 
Sophomore  outfielder  Mark  Cisar  was  a 


first  team  all-conference  selection  while 
freshman  pitcher  Peyton  Warren  was 
named  to  the  second  team. 

•The  Bucs  a\so  had  several  players 
honored  as  Big  South  Player  and  Pitcher 
of  the  Week  throughout  the  course  of 
the  season.  Senior  third  baseman  Shane 
LaFromboise  was  named  Player  of  the 
Week  twice  and  senior  leftfielder  Peter 
Blanco  also  took  that  award.  On  the

mound,  Peyton  Warren,  Donovan 
Harrison  and  Eric  Finley  each  won 
Pitcher  of  the  Week  once. 

•  Blanco  provided  one  of  the  best 
stories  of  the  1 996  season.  After  playing 
sparingly  in  his  first  three  seasons  at  CSU, 
the  Caracas,  Venezuela,  native  was 
playing  part  time  as  a  designated  hitter 
the  first  half  of  the  season  until  inheriting 
the  starting  leftfield  job  when  Rob  Rowe 
was  dismissed  from  the  team.  Blanco 
responded  by  batting  .287  with  33  runs 
batted  in,  including  1 0  in  a  three-game 
sweep  at  UNC  Asheville  that  put  the  Bucs 
within  one  win  of  the  Big  South  title. 
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•Statistically,  Donovan  Harrison  led 
the  Big  South  in  strikeouts  with  125, 
falling  just  1 2  short  of  the  school  single- 
season  record  in  that  category. 

•The  climb  to  the  Big  South 
penthouse  came  as  a  surprise  to 
everyone  in  the  conference.  Big  South 
coaches  had  picked  the  Bucs  to  finish  last 
in  the  league  standings  in  their 
preseason  poll. 

•  Much  of 
CSU's  success  last 
season  could  be 
attributed  to  a 
talented  freshman 
class  which 
accounted  for  over 
150  starts  in  the 
field  and  22 
starting 
assignments  on 
the  mound. 
Among  these  first 
year  players  were 
shortstop  John 
Rocco,  the  lone 
Buc  to  start  all  55 
games,  and 
pitchers  Peyton 
Warren  and  Eric 
Koch,  who  each 
won  six  games. 

•CSU  began 
its  march  toward 
the  Big  South  title 
with  a  26-9  win 
over  Liberty  on 
April  19.  That  game  broke  the  school 
record  for  runs  in  a  game  that  had  stood 
since  the  1 988  season  and  launched  the 
Bucs  on  an  II -game  conference 
winning  streak  that  did  not  end  until  after 
the  championship  had  been  clinched  at 
Radford  on  the  next-to-last  day  of  the 
regular  season.

Students  have  life  changing  experiences

Erika  Edmond  and  Cindy  Graham 
were  in  Romania  at  different  times 
this  summer  on  mission  trips,  but 
both  returned  to  the  U.S.  with  a 
realization  of  how  rich  Americans  are, 
materially  and  spiritually. 

Edmond,  a  senior  majoring  in  music 
therapy  from  Hilton  Head,  S  C.,  became 
interested  in  missions  through  Baptist 
Student  Union.  She  has  had  a  spot  in 
her  heart  for  Romania  since  seeing  a  TV 
special  several  years  ago  about 
Romanian  orphans.  When  a  BSU 
summer  mission  position  came  open  for 
Romania  she  applied. 

She  was  part  of  a  four-member  BSU 
team  which  worked  with  a  Foreign 
Mission  Board  evangelism  consultant  in 
Bucharest  for  10  weeks.  They  did 
everything  from  working  with  orphans, 
to  sports  and  street  evangelism  to 
helping  to  build  a  church. 

"We  lived  with  missionaries  in  their 
homes  and  moved  guite  a  bit,"  said 
Edmond. 

Edmond  encountered  a  country  still 
learning  to  adjust  to  life  without 
Communism.  "People  there  are  just 
learning  to  think  for  themselves,"  she 
said.  "It's  harder  for  people  to  trust."  She 
encountered  people  who  eat  only  one 
meal  per  day.  "There  were  many 
beggars  and  street  people.  There  is  no 
organized  help  for  these  people  They 
don't  have  much  hope.  If  your  parents 
are  beggars,  you'll  probably  be  a  beggar 
and  your  children  will  be  beggars." 

Edmond  said,  "It  opened  my  eyes 
tremendously  to  what  we  have  here  not 
only  materially  but  spiritually.  We  have 
everything  we  need;  we  just  don't  take 
advantage  of  our  resources." 

Many  aspects  of  the  experience 
touched  Edmond.  Some  that  stand  out 
are  spending  time  with  the  orphans  and 
with  the  missionaries.  "I  realized  a  few 
hours  of  playing  with  the  orphans  could 
make  a  difference  for  them,"  she  said. 
She  also  learned  that  missionaries  are  just 
like  anyone  else.  "They  are  just 
incredible." 

Edmond  says  she  was  stretched  out 


of  her  comfort  zone.  "I  went  from  having 
a  lot  of  support  here  at  home  from  other 
people  to  only  having  God  to  run  to.  I 
learned  God  can  and  will  be  everything 
I  need." 

Her  Bible  studies  with  her  team 
stretched  her  spiritually.  "I  have  never 
grown  so  much  before,"  she  said. 

She  believes  one  reason  she  was 
called  to  go  to  Romania  was  so  she 
could  return  home  to  let  others  know 
of  the  opportunities  to  share  the  Gospel, 
locally  or  globally.  "There's  such  an 
incredible  need,  and  it's  a  life  changing 
experience  which  just  takes  obedience 
and  courage." 

Graham,  a  senior  church  music 
major  from  Charleston,  S  C.,  spent  two 
weeks  in  Romania  in  May  with  a  group 


from  Upstate  S  C.  churches.  She  heard 
about  the  trip  through  Greg  Horton,  a 
former  CSU  trustee. 

The  group  traveled  around  the 
country  speaking  and  singing  in  a 
different  church  every  night.  They  stayed 
in  hotels  or  with  Romanian  families. 

Graham  found  a  country  very 
different  from  her  own,  but  one  where 
the  people  like  Americans.  She  was 
impressed  with  the  passionate  Christians 
she  met.  Graham  said,  'The  people  have 
very  little  possessions;  they  look  more  to 
Christ. 

"I  admire  the  Christians  who 
worshipped  even  though  they  were  risking 
death  and  persecution  under  Communism. 
I  admire  the  courage  and  strength  of  those 
who  worshipped  under  oppression."

Convention's  top  trio  shares  school  connection

Who  would  have  thought  it 
that  the  top  three  elected 
positions  in  the  South  Carolina 
Baptist  Convention  would  be  held  by 
former  classmates  at  Charleston  Southern 
University? 

But  that's  the  turn  of  events  for  a  trio 
from  classes  of  "70-something"  at  CSU. 
Skip  Owens  is  president  of  the  state 
convention;  Danny  Hedgepath  heads  up 
the  state  pastor's  conference;  and  Art 
Beasley  is  chairman  of  the  convention's 
Executive  Board. 

Owens,  pastor  of  Pinecrest  Church, 
Charleston,  was  a  young  convert  from 
Catholicism — at  age  1 7 — studying  for  the 
ministry  and  holding  down  a  $25-a-week 
pastorate  in  Lane. 

Hedgepath,  pastor  of  Dutch  Fork 
Church,  Ballentme,  was  already  a  Christian 
and  in  pursuit  of  God's  will  for  his  life  when 
he  came  to  Charleston.  He  responded  to 
a  call  to  the  ministry  at  Christmas  of  1 973, 
during  his  freshman  year. 


Beasley,  now  pastor  of  St.  George 
Church,  Orangeburg,  was  not  even  a 
Christian  when  he  arrived  on  campus  on 
a  basketball  and  academic  scholarship  He 
became  a  Christian,  however,  during 
summer  vacation  of  1973  before 
returning  to  campus  for  his  junior  year. 

"Several  Christians  on  campus  took 
me  under  their  wings  and  encouraged 
my  spiritual  growth,"  Beasley  said.  "At  one 
of  the  Bible  studies,  I  met  my  wife." 

The  three  recalled  that  between 
1973-75  there  was  what  Beasley  referred 
to  as  "a  powerful  move  of  God"  on 
campus.  Jay  Strack,  a  student  then  and 
now  a  widely  popular  evangelist,  even 
held  a  tent  revival  at  the  college. 

"God  used  this  event  mightily,"  said 
Beasley. 

As  Hedgepath  remembered  it,  there 
was  a  "real  sense  of  turning  to  Christ"  at 
the  Charleston  school.  For  Owens,  it  was 
"almost  like  a  spiritual  awakening  that  took 
place." 


'There  were  young  people  on  campus 
really  seeking  the  Lord,  wanting  to  be  all  that 
God  wanted  them  to  be,"  said  the  convention 
president. 

The  three  attended  some  classes 
together — for  example,  Walter  Carpenter's  "life 
and  letters  of  Paul."  Another  influential 
professor  at  the  school  in  those  days  was 
Carlton  Winberry,  who  now  teaches  at 
Louisiana  Baptist  College. 

After  leaving  Charleston,  the  three  went 
different  directions  to  seminary — Beasley  to 
Southwestern,  Hedgepath  to  Southeastern 
and  Owens  to  Erskine. 

For  the  three — "We  all  stay  close,"  said 
Beasley — the  debt  of  service  has  come  full 
circle.  "Even  though  the  university  is  only  30 
years  old, "  the  Orangeburg  pastor  said  of  their 
alma  mater,  "she  has  produced  leaders  who 
are  able  to  give  back  to  the  convention  that 
gave  her  life."

Givens'  priorities:  Evangelism,  economics

As  the  Rev.  Willie  E.  Givens  (75) 
took  charge  of  the  state's  largest 
black  Baptist  convention  last 
week,  (June  I )  he  knew  exactly  what  the 
top  priority  of  his  five-year  presidency 
would  be. 

"My  focus,  No.  I,  is  evangelism — 
winning  souls  to  Christ,"  he  says  in  an 
interview  at  his  West  Ashley  home.  "The 
world  is  in  disarray  and  Satan  has  raised 
his  ugly  head.  Killings,  muggings — I  think 
it's  all  because  of  sin,  and  the  church 
needs  to  intensify  its  efforts." 

Black  ministers  today  find  themselves 
facing  heightened  criticism  for  not 
waging  a  more  aggressive  war  against 
the  chaos  enveloping  the  inner  cities. 
That  charge  would  be  a  hard  one  to  pin 
on  Givens.  As  pastor  of  Summerville's 
First  Missionary  Baptist  Church,  he  has 
been  fighting — and  winning — battle  after 
battle  for  nearly  23  years.  For  instance, 
he  started  an  ambitious  Saturday 
program  1 2  years  ago  to  educate  young 
people  about  everything  from  AIDS  to 
abstinence. 

During  that  time,  the  church  has 
seen  only  five  teen  pregnancies  and  one 
drug  incident.  That  kind  of  proactive 
ministry  helped  win  him  the  state's 
highest  civilian  award,  the  Order  of  the 
Palmetto. 

He  plans  to  bring  that  same  stress 
on  education  to  his  role  as  spiritual  leader 
of  the  more  than  400,000  members  and 
1,700  churches  in  the  Baptist 
Educational  and  Missionary  Convention. 
He  wants  other  churches  to  follow  his 
lead  by  beefing  up  their  mentoring, 
tutoring  and  preschool  programs. 

'The  church  has  to  fill  the  gap  when 
the  parents  falter,"  he  says.  "The  first 
seven  years  of  a  kid's  life  are  the  most 
important  .  With  some  fostering  and 
mentoring  by  positive  people  in  the 
church,  we  can  make  a  difference." 

Another  priority  during  his  term  will 
be  economic  development.  He'd  like  to 
see  churches  pool  their  resources  and 
buy  insurance  agencies,  grocery  stores 
and  other  businesses  to  help  bolster  the 
black  community. 

"Thousands  and  even  millions  of 


dollars  are  being  put  together  on 
Monday  morning  and  placed  into 
somebody's  bank,"  he  says  "Why  can't 
we  take  some  of  that  money  and 
develop  jobs  in  our  community?" 

He  says  his  final  area  of  concern  is 
political  astuteness.  Politicians  have  long 
come  to  the  churches  to  court  black 
voters,  and  Givens  wants  blacks  to  start 
holding  them  accountable  for 
discrepancies  between  their  promises 
and  their  policies. 

Givens  isn't  new  to  leadership 
positions  within  the  church  He  has 
served  as  both  first  vice  president  and 
second  vice  president  of  the  convention. 
A  native  of  Charleston,  he  has  been  a 
minister  more  than  25  years.  A  big,  jovial 
man  with  a  booming  laugh,  his 
personality  seems  tailor-made  for  the  job. 
He  makes  a  point  of  practicing  what  he 
preaches — especially  when  it  comes  to  his 
stress  on  healthy  families. 

For  34  years,  his  wife  Juanita,  a  loan 
administrator  at  Wachovia  Corp.,  has 
been  at  his  side.  They  have  four  children, 
including  an  attorney,  a  stockbroker,  a 
counselor  and  a  13-year-old  honor 


student  at  C.E.  Williams  Middle  School. 

"I  believe  in  strong  family  ties,"  Givens 
says,  beaming  proudly  "At  the  first  of  the 
year,  I  preached  eight  consecutive  Sundays 
on  families." 

Membership  in  the  convention  has 
been  steady,  but  he'd  like  to  see  churches 
make  aggressive  moves  to  bring  more 
people  in  the  doors.  A  strong  emphasis  on 
repairing  families  can  go  a  long  way  toward 
doing  that,  he  believes. 

"One  of  our  problems  is  that  too  many 
of  our  children  are  being  born  out  of 
wedlock.  When  I  look  in  the  Bible,  that  isn't 
the  way  the  book  says  it  should  be,"  he 
says.  "Without  good  families,  you  can't  have 
good  churches." 

A  self-described  "hard  charger,"  Givens 
is  raring  to  get  started.  "There's  plenty  of 
work  to  be  done,"  he  says.  "What  I'm  all 
about,  first  thing,  is  to  please  God,  and 
secondly,  to  help  people.  Under  my 
administration,  I  hope  to  make  a  difference."
